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Politics Adjourned 

A great many so-called statesmen and columnists 
of the New Deal movement are now calling for the ad- 
journment of politics. It might be well to pause for a 
moment and think over the implications. 

There can be no politics, of course, in national de- 
fense. Every American who is worthy of bearing the 
name favors a defense in the United States which would 
absolutely assure us against alien attack from the East 
or the West. He favors also a sound defense against 
any enemies who may be lurking inside the gates. Now 
that the first hysteria following the invasion of Flanders 
is over it is pretty well agreed that the United States 
is in no immediate danger of assault from the Nazis. But 
we should, of course, set about the building up of our 
defensive armament against any and all possible foes, 
and this should be done by consultation and the wisest 
and soundest military, naval and business men without 
recourse to politics. 

But when the average New Dealer asks that poli- 
tics be adjourned he is not merely seeking to keep na- 
tional defense out of politics. He wants President 
Roosevelt re-elected without opposition for a third term, 
defying the traditions of Washington and Jefferson. 
He wants also to continue the New Deal policies of 



squandering the public's money on illusory scheme*, and 
attempts to nourish bureaucracy . and increase efforts to 
socialize business during another four years. Whether 
the country could stand four more years of this, is be- 
side the point. 

Certainly the continuation of New Deal measures 
for another four years with inefficiency and extravagance 
is a matter of politcis. The American people have a 
right to express their opinion on this subject at the ballot 
box in November. Certainly national defense is not a 
matter of politics. But New Deal spending, govern- 
ment invasion of private business, gold and silver hoard- 
ing, are indeed matters of politics. 

* * * 

While Washington Fiddled 

Think of the billions the New Deal spent in "leaf- 
raking" projects while our pitiful airforce grew obsolete 
and the old war-time field guns gathered rust. 

Think of the hundreds of millions that were poured 
out to fix unfixablc prices and to gather in hxable votes. 

Think of the unprecedented spending according to 
political expedience, rather than according to plan. 

Think of the lengthening "period of emergency/* 
debt rising with taxation, the attempt on the part of the 
left wing theorists to foment strikes and disorder in order 
to hasten the dawn of industrial socialism, the confusion 
and fear which effectively halted industrial expansion, 
the government fostered union labor monopolies which 
"froze" a faithful few into the best jobs, hamstrung 
the apprentice system, and which has now actually 
created a shortage of skilled machinists in a time of 
national peril. 

And then ask yourself if the New Deal has been 
a help or a hindrance in. solving our current problems of 
national defense.

Seems there's an awful lot of yelling 
about how the United States will have 
td join in the war to "protect her in- 
terests."

Until shortly after the .Munich 
crisis, when England learned what she might some day have to face, 
only this high rickety fence separated the mighty fortress from the 
Spanish mainland. Since that time engineers have labored unceasingly 
to protect this Achilles heel of the key to the Mediterranean. In a war 
with England Italy may strike one of her first blows at Gibraltar. 
Its surrender may be asked as an alternative to a German blitzkrieg 
on England, some war oracles claim. . 3 r 



MORE WAR t 
Big Push 

With the same deadly technique 
that has humbled Poland, Scandi- 
navia, Luxembourg, The Nether- 
lands and Belgium, Adoli Hitler 
turned from his "triumph" in Flan- 
ders to launch a mighty drive 
through central France— aimed di- 
rectly at that nation's capital, 
Paris. 

As usual this technique included 
the thousands of well-equipped 
troops, supported by the now- . 
famous and highly feared dive 
bombers, strongly armored tanks 
and the mightiest of heavy artil- I 
lery. 

Full strength of the drive struck 
at the heart of the French line which 
stretches across 200 miles of French 
soil along the Somme and Aisne riv- 
ers. This line of troops, under the 
command of Gen. Maxime Wey- 
gand, was hastily bolstered while 
the Nazis were busy with their at- 
tack on the British and French 
forces escaping from the Flanders 
battlefield via Dunkirk and the Eng- 
lish channel.

As the nation-wide drive to build 
up military defenses went forward , 
with every governmental agency 
straining to the utmost to be help- [ 
ful, Gen. George C. Marshall, army 
chief of staff, told congress that 
manpower is the army's "tragic | 
shortage." And he added it is the : 
"only thing in a large measure, that 
can produce immediate results." 

Earlier he had said that procure- 
ment of equipment was the most 
vital need, but when his testimony 
before a house appropriations sub- 
committee was made public it was 
learned that he believed the army's 
maximum peacetime strength of 
280,000 men would be unable to han- 
dle "emergencies stemming from the 
current international situation." 

While he opposed suggestions that 
citizens military training camps be 
expanded to meet army personnel 
demands, he favored a plan, now 
authorized but never used, whereby 
young men could be trained for 
three or four months and then be 
allowed to go back to their regular 
lions. Thus a huge reserve 
of partly trained men would even- 
tually be buill up.

ligious or otherwise. In its ruling 
the court upheld action of a Penn- ' 
sylvania school board which had ex- 
polled two children for refusing, on 
religious grounds, to salute the flag. 

In the little coal mining town of 
Moweaqua, 111., four men, said to 
be members of a religious sect 
known as "Jehovah's Witnesses," 
were rescued from a group of 
aroused citizens who threatened 
violence after one of the four al- 
legedly defamed "Old Glory." 

In Waxahachie, Texas, 90 mem- 
bers of a religious sect were jailed 
after attempting distribution of lit- 
erature described as of "a pacifist 
nature." Officials were forced into 
action after a deluge of phone calls 
objecting to the literature which 
urged nonallegiancc to "man-made" 
government.
